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The  ancient  sage  of  China, 
Confucius,  flanks  the  en¬ 
trance  of  the  Old  Quincy 
School  at  90  Tyler  Street, 
after  it  was  installed  by  the 
Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  last 
Friday. 

The  statue  was  provided  by 
the  Republic  of  China,  which 
responded  to  a  CCBA  request 
for  a  new  statue  after  its 
old  one  was  destroyed  by  a 
gas  explosion  that  demolished 
the  CCBA  office  on  Ox¬ 
ford  Street  in  1983. 

S.C.  Lin,  director  of  the 
ROC’s  cultural  and  trade  of¬ 
fice  in  Boston,  said  that  the 
statue  was  manufactured  in 
Taiwan  and  sent  to  Boston 
over  one  year  ago.  The 
CCBA  kept  the  statue  in 
storage  for  a  year  and  a  half 
since  it  lacked  the  funds  to  in¬ 
stall,  it  at  its  Tyler  Street  of¬ 
fice,  said  CCBA  president 
Davis  Woo. 


Mistrial  is  declared 
in  Bun  Vong  case 

Asians  irate  by  ‘light  sentence  ’ 


Free  English  classes 
available  in  Allston 

The  Brighton-Allston 
Ecumenical  Asian  Ministry 
(BEAM)  is  providing  free 
English  as  a  second  language 
to  adults  at  the  Brighton 
Avenue  Baptist  Church  in 
Allston. 

Program  Director  Etta 
Anderson  said  that  BEAM 
teaches  all  levels  of  English 
to  anyone  interested.

The  MBTA 


Contract  brings  Essex  one 
step  closer  to  renovation 


The  MBTA  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors  approved  a  $3.3  million 
construction  contract  for  moder¬ 
nization  of  Essex  (Chinatown) 
station  on  the  Orange  Line,  part 
of  an  $80  million  station  moder¬ 
nization  program  that  also  in¬ 
cludes  two  other  Orange  Line 
and  seven  Red  Line  stations. 

The  contract,  awarded  to  J.M. 
Cashman,  Inc.,  provides  for 
renovation  and  lengthening  of 
the  existing  northbound  platform 
to  accommodate  six-car  trains 
(the  existing  platform  only 
allows  for  four-car  train  opera¬ 
tion),  as  well  as  installation  of 
improved  lighting,  fire  protec¬ 
tion,  public  address  and  security 
systems. 

“The  station  modernization 


program  is  part  of  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  MBTA  effort  to  upgrade  the 
entire  system,”  General 
Manager  James  F.  O’Leary 
said.  “Modernization  of  our 
older  Orange  Line  stations  will 
combine  with  the  relocated 
Orange  Line  in  the  Southwest 
Corridor  to  provide  longer  plat¬ 
forms,  better  service  and  in¬ 
creased  passenger  comfort,  as 
well  as  more  pleasant  station  en¬ 
vironments.” 

In  addition  to  Essex  station, 
other  Orange  Line  stations  being 
upgraded  under  the  station 
modernization  are  State  and 
Washington.  All  of  the  moder¬ 
nization  projects,  as  well  as  the 
new  Southwest  Corridor  Pro¬ 
ject,  are  scheduled  for  comple¬ 
tion  in  1987.

After  12  hours  of  deliberation, 
jurors  at  the  Middlesex  County 
Superior  Court  convicted  Scott 
S.  Arsenault  and  John  M.  Febbi, 
both  24,  with  assault  and  battery 
for  the  beating  death  of  a  Cam¬ 
bodian  refugee  and  the  attack  on 
his  friend  during  a  traffic  dispute 
last  year. 

But  the  jury  of  10  men  and  2 
women  were  deadlocked  over  a 
manslaugher  charge  against 
Arsenault,  of  Jacksonville,  NC, 
resulting  in  a  mistrial.  The 
defendant  will  be  tried  again  for 
manslaughter  for  allegedly  caus¬ 
ing  injuries  to  Vong,  which  led 
to  his  death  after  the  fight 

Community  organizers  from 
the  Asian  community  expressed 
outrage  that  the  defendants 
received  a  light  sentence  for  the 
beating  death  of  Vong,  a  father 
of  two  children  who  fled  the 
persecution  of  the  Khmer  Rouge 
in  his  native  Cambodia  before 
immigrating  to  the  U.S. 

The  jury  also  declared  Febbi, 
of  Medford,  not  guilty  for  a 
manslaughter  charge.  His 
assault  conviction  comes  from 
his  attack  on  Vong’s  companion, 
Bunyouen  Som,  26,  of  Lowell, 
also  a  Cambodian. 

Judge  Robert  A.  Barton  on 
May  1  handed  down  one  year 
prison  terms,  eligible  for  parole 
after  six  months,  to  Arsenault 
and  Febbi,  who  will  probably 
serve  them  at  the  Billerica 
House  of  Correction,  said  Tom 
Samoluk  of  the  district 
attorney’s  office. 

The  trial  stems  from  the  at¬ 
tack  on  Vong  and  Som  during  a 
roadside  traffic  dispute  on  Route 
16  in  front  of  the  Meadow  Glen 
Mall  in  Medford. 


Performers  from  China  dramatize  acrobatic  forte

The  Wang  Center  stage,  which  is  usually  filled  with  singers, 
dancers,  and  musicians,  bore  an  unusual  spectacle  on  April  24. 

By  contrast  the  night  featured  leaps,  dives,  vaults,  spins,  and 
tumbles  during  the  single  performance  of  the  Peking  Acrobats  in 
Boston  —  only  one  stopover  along  a  tight,  100-city  tour. 

The  26-member  troupe  dazzled  a  crowd  at  the  Wang  Center  for 
the  Performing  Arts  with  a  show  of  incredible  feats,  beckoning 
audience  members  to  the  end  of  their  chairs  and  on  their  feet  dur¬ 
ing  the  standing  ovation  at  the  evening’s  close. 

Their  show  comprised  a  mixture  of  skits,  ranging  from  fanciful- 
acrobatic  tricks  —  living  up  to  the  reputation  China  has  in  this 
field  —  to  gymnastics,  martial  arts,  and  humor. 

The  first  act  of  the  show  rolled  along  with  alacrity  and  energy, 
opening  with  a  lion  dance.  Masqueraded  by  two  persons  in  each 
costume,  the  lions  frolicked  with  members  of  the  troupe,  regaling 
the  audience  by  shaking  their  tails,  scratching  their  ears,  and 
winking  to  the  crowd. 

A  young  woman  later  appeared  in  bright,  loose-fitting  garb,  as 
all  the  troupe  members  wore,  balancing  and  twirling  parasols  on 
her  feet  while  laying  on  her  back.  The  performer  skillfully  used 


her  feet  to  toss  the  parasols  back  and  forth  and  twirl  them  atop 
one  another. 

She  was  succeeded  by  a  hoop  jump  performance,  where  four 
young  men  leaped  and  dived  through  two  pairs  of  rings  flanking 
one  another.  They  sprung  back  and  forth  through  the  hoops  like 
squirrels  shooting  between  branches  on  a  tree. 

The  show  moved  on  with  other  remarkable  skits:  a  woman

Defendants  Arsenault  and 
Febbi  apparently  met  up  with 
Som  and  Vong  early  in  the  mor¬ 
ning,  each  side  accusing  the 
other  with  careless  driving,  and 
a  violent  brawl  followed. 

Vong,  who  was  hit  during  the 
scuffle,  later  lapsed  into  a  coma 
caused  by  a  fractured  skull  and 
massive  bleeding  and  died  later 
at  the  Mass  General  Hospital. 

The  case  was  tinged  with  con¬ 
troversy  as  Asians  for  Justice,  a 
coalition  of  groups  which 
monitors  anti -Asian  violence, 
voiced  disgruntlement  that  no 
civil  rights  charges  involving 
racism  were  brought  against  the 
two  co-defendants  who  are  both 
white. 

I  don’t  want  to  hear 
anymore  talk  about  be¬ 
ing  an  American,  a 
Caucasian,  Cambo¬ 
dian,  or  anything  else, 
said  Judge  Barton. 

“We  feel  it  is  probabie  that 
the  killing  of  Bun  Vong  was 
racially  motivated,”  said  Elaine 
Song  of  Asians  for  Justice,  in  a 
written  press  statement.  “It’s 
apparent  to  us  the  defendants 
knew  the  occupants  of  the  other 
car  were  Asian  from  the  start,” 
she  told  reporters  outside  the 
courthouse. 

Judge  Barton  accepted  a  pre¬ 
trial  motion  drafted  by  attorneys 
Ralph  Champa  and  Arthur  C. 
Bielitz  which  said  no  reference 
or  allusion  to  race  could  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  trial. 

“If  I  had  any  evidence  of 
racism  I’d  use  it,”  said  pro¬ 
secutor  Michael  Pelgro,  “but  I 
don’t  have  anything  to  back  it 
up.” 

Febbi’s  attorney,  Bielitz, 
rebutted  the  charges  from 
Asians  for  Justice.  “There’s  no 
evidence  of  racism  in  this  mat¬ 
ter.  The  press  is  trying  to  usurp 
the  authority  of  the  judge  and  the 
jury,”  he  said. 

During  testimony  Som,  the 
prosecutor’s  key  witness,  and 
defendant  Arsenault  gave  sharp¬ 
ly  different  accounts  of  the 
events  on  August  4  that  led  to  the 
early  morning  fight. 

Som,  visibly  fatigued  and  ag¬ 
gravated  by  the  language  bar¬ 
rier,  testified  through  a 
translator  he  was  returning  to 
Lowell  with  Vong  when  he  in¬ 
advertently  cut  off  Febbi’s  car 
while  making  a  sharp  turn  on  the 
Revere  Beach  Parkway.  As  a 
result  Febbi  embarked  on  a  car 
chase,  dangerously  approaching 
Som’s  vehicle  several  times.

Som  said. 

The  two  sides  exchanged 
obscene  gestures,  and  Som,  who 
said  he  was  worried  about  an  ac¬ 
cident,  stopped  on  the  roadside 
to  let  Febbi  pass.  Instead,  Febbi 
also  pulled  over,  and  the  two 
parties  clashed. 


Som  said  Arsenault  gave 
Vong  a  powerful  blow  that  left 
him  sprawling  while  he  tried  to 
use  a  tire  jack  to  fend  off  an  at¬ 
tack  by  Febbi.  Finally  after  Som 
jumped  back  into  his  car, 
Arsenault  and  Febbi  left  the 
scene. 

Pelgro  contended  the  brawl 
was  not  a  fair  fight,  pointing  out 


that  Som  is  and  Vong  was  short 
and  diminutive,  both  around  five 
feet,  while  Febbi  and  Arsenault 
are  taller  and  more  brawny. 

Arsenault,  meanwhile,  ap¬ 
peared  calm  and  impassive,  but 
answered  many  questions 
unclearly.  He  said  Som 
deliberately  cut  off  Febbi’s  car 
on  Route  16  and  chased  down 
Febbi’s  car  on  the  roadway.

ble  and  they  found  some,”  said 
Champa  in  closing  statements 
about  Som  and  Vong. 

Febbi  pulled  over  to  the  road¬ 
side  because  they  were  motioned 
to  do  so  by  Som,  Arsenault  said. 
When  the  prosecutor  asked 
Arsenault  if  he  and  Febbi  could 
have  ignored  the  gesture  and 
driven  away,  Arsenault  replied, 
“I  guess  so,  .  .  .  Yes.” 

The  prosecutor  cross- 
examined:  “Were  you  mad 
when  you  were  walking  to 
Som’s  car?” 

Arsenault  said  no,  adding, 
“As  a  matter  of  fact  I  had  a 
smile  on  my  face.” 

Arsenault  said  he  was  unex¬ 


pectedly  punched  by  Vong,  and 
as  he  toppled  sideways,  raised 
his  left  fist  and  struck  back  at 
Vong.  The  prosecution  raised 
doubts  about  the  claim  telling 
the  jury  Arsenault  is  right- 
handed. 

It  was  unclear  to  Arsenault 
and  his  attorneys  if  the  punch 
against  Vong  or  Vong’s  landing 
on  the  pavement  caused  the  head 
injuries  which  resulted  in 
Vong’s  death. 

During  closing  statements 
Champa  said  that  Vong’s  condi¬ 
tion  “was  partly,  directly  Som’s 
fault,”  charging  that  Som’s 
rabble-rousing  led  to  the  fateful 
fight.

simultaneously;  and  a  strongman 
using  his  body  to  spin  and  twirl  a 
heavy,  oversized  broadsword. 

The  Peking  Acrobats  perform¬ 
ed-  with  boldness  and  dexterity 
—  the  style  of  a  troupe  with  a 
30-year  tradition.  The  group 
started  from  a  small  cast  of  ar¬ 
tists  in  the  northern  province  of 
Jilin  in  1956.  Since  that  time  it 
has  relocated  to  Peking  and 
grown  to  a  170-member  troupe, 
which  has  toured  the  world. 

Acrobatic  troupes  are 
distinguished  for  rendering  a 
folk  art  thousands  of  years  old. 
They  are  famous  for  taking  sim¬ 
ple  everyday  objects,  like  bowls, 
plates,  and  chairs,  and  animating 
them  in  a  performance  through 
stunts. 

This  tour  is  noteworthy 
because  it  illustrates  the  com¬ 
pany’s  innovative  and  creative 
skills.  Instead  of  a  routine  lineup 
of  acrobatic  stunts,  the  Peking 
Acrobats  interspersed  their  skits 
with  humor. 

Further,  they  introduced 
modem  forms  and  Western  in¬ 
struments  to  their  show  in  a 
departure  from  tradition.  In  one 
scene,  for  example,  two  cooks 
wearing  chefs  hats  and  aprons, 
playfully  toss  back  and  forth 
bowls  and  plates  and  balance 
cooking  instruments,  such  as 
ladles,  spatulas,  knifes,  and 
spoons  on  top  one  another. 

The  performance  lost  much  of 
its  momentum  by  the  second  act, 
as  some  of  the  skits  involved 
delicate,  slow  stunts,  yet  the  au¬ 
dience  still  rose  to  its  feet  after  a 
whirlwind  of  gymnastic  tricks 
during  the  evening’s  finale.

Two  Chinatown  residents  are  being 
held  for  the  throat-slashing  attack  in 
March  on  Harry  Yee,  owner  of  the 
Golden  Kai  restaurant  in  Abington, 
Mass.  Sinh  A.  Luc,  29,  and  Tu  Tang, 
22,  both  of  Hudson  Street,  were  unable 
to  post  a  $50,000  bail  for  each  during  ar¬ 
raignment  proceedings  at  the  Norfolk 
County  Superior  Court  on  April  1 1 .  The 
attack  is  believed  to  result  from  an  inter¬ 
nal  stockholder  dispute  within  the 
restaurant.  Luc  and  Tang  are  each  charg¬ 
ed  with  assault  with  intent  to  murder, 
armed  assault,  assault  and  battery  with  a 
dangerous  weapon,  armed  robbery,  and 
larceny.  The  two  co-defendants  are 
scheduled  for  trial  on  May  20.  Mean¬ 
while,  Yee,  Golden  Kai’s  major 
stockholder,  has  dropped  out  of  sight, 
fearing  for  his  life.  •

It  looks  like  the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  lost  a  temporary  battle 
with  gardeners  from  Bay  Village  and 
Chinatown  who  firmly  rooted 
themselves  in  the  South  Cove  Com¬ 
munity  Gardens  near  the  Mass  Pike 
Towers  off  Tremont  Street.  Last  month 
the  BRA,  owner  of  the  plot  of  land, 
padlocked  the  gates  around  the  gardens, 
angering  gardeners  who  use  the  site  to 
grow  vegetables  and  flowers.  The  BRA 
removed  garden  licensing  last  March, 
but  the  gardeners  kept  coming  back  arm¬ 
ed  with  shovels  and  trowels.  The  BRA 
subsequently  locked  the  gates,  but 
removed  the  locks  later  after  community 
protests.  Still  the  BRA  says  anyone  who 
gardens  on  the  site  will  be 
“trespassing.”  The  land  is  slated  for  the 
construction  of  a  housing  project  to  be 
built  by  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association.

Bostonians  got  a  sampling  of  works 
by  Asian  American  film  makers  at  the 
4th  Asian  American  International 
Video  Festival  at  the  Boston  Film/Video 
Foundation.  A  broad  spectrum  of  videos 
were  shown  between  May  1  and  3, 
which  included  narratives, 
choreography,  and  the  avant  garde.  The 
Boston  festival  was  sponsored  by  Asian 
Cine-Vision  in  New  York  City,  a  non¬ 
profit  Asian  American  film  and  video 
group  which  receives  funding  through 
private  contributions  and  federal 
assistance.

The  China  Trade  Center  held  a 
spring  celebration  to  promote  the  new 
shopping  arcade  in  Chinatown  on  April 
24,  featuring  an  Oriental  Art  and  Anti¬ 
que  Show.  Eight  antique  dealers  from 
around  the  country  came  to  Boston  to 
sell  Chinese,  Japanese,  and  Korean  art 
pieces  and  relics.  The  show  was  merely 
one  of  only  a  few  art  and  antique 
shows  which  have  been  held  nationwide 
exclusively  for  Oriental  relics.  The 
owner  of  B.F.  Bear,  an  antique  dealer¬ 
ship  in  New  York,  said  that  the  China 
Trade  Center  is  considering  making  the 
show  an  annual  event. 

**** 

The  Massachusetts  Office  of 
Refugee  Resettlement  (MORR)  releas¬ 
ed  the  findings  of  a  survey  conducted  last 
year  pertaining  to  attitudes  about 
refugees.  The  state  population  has  a 
favorable  view  toward  refugees,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  survey  conducted  by  Kane, 
Parsons,  &  Assoc,  yet  the  survey  reveal¬ 
ed  the  public  are  generally  unaware  of 
refugee  issues.  Between  April  and  May, 
1985,  500  adults  were  interviewed  by 
telephone.  The  survey’s  findings:  17 
percent  considered  themselves  informed 
about  refugee  issues,  85  percent  said 
they  are  "very”  or  “somewhat”  sym¬ 
pathetic  to  refugees,  and  13  percent  ex¬ 
pressed  no  sympathy  for  refugees.  Many 
respondents  said  they  did  not  know  that  a 
refugee  status,  compared  with  im¬ 
migrant  status,  involved  a  person  fleeing 
persecution  in  a  country.
